HANDSOME BUILDING 


NEARS COM PLETION 


The handsome new #10,000 refectory 
at the Theological Sem inary is nearing 
com pletion and is one of the most com­ 
plete structures in Gettysburg. 
The building is of brick and brown­ 
stone and was designed by J. A l Temp 
wolf, cif York, who has been 
the a r­ 
chitect for a large numlier of the Semi 
nary and 
College buildings together 
w ith several town residences. 
The principal re.un is on the north 
side of Hie first floor 
which 
w ill be 
used as the dining hull. 
JU 
is large 
enough to accommodate one lmndr * I 
and twenty {tersons, 
A handsome fire 
place at the one side and an attractive 
lighting arrangem ent add to the lieauty 
of the room. 
A model kitchen complete in equip 
ntent and in every detail forms another 
interesting ]>art of the refectory while 
a large refrige rator room aud a spacious 
basement are other portions which w ill 
lie used extensively. 
The Seminary 
students are now eating in three rooms 
in the basement until the large dining 
hall is entirely completed which will 
lie in a short while. 
Those who conduct the building live 
in it, the second floor having a mini- 
lier of rooms. 
The dining hall is run 
on the club plan, the students paying 
for the provisions.

Tho Rev. Ivan L. Snyder, pastor of 
the Methodist Episcopal churches at 
Fairfield, 
Orrtanna, Fountain Dale, 
R ouzerville and Mont Alto, received a 
telegram from Bishop Anderson Mon­ 
day afternoon apprising 
him 
of the 
bishop’s consent to h*s transfer to the 
West Wisconsin conference to work out 
a new pro! ii em proposed by the Inter 
Church Federation in the town of Hix­ 
ton. Wisconsin. 


Hixton is a town of a lan t 
t*0o 
in ­ 
habitants in the centre of a rich farm ­ 
ing coim nunity. Tint town was found­ 
ed about ‘*0 years ago and it-* 
inhabi­ 
tants are chiefly Americans. 


A union church, sup{Mirted by mem­ 
bers of the various Protestant ^faiths 
and men of 
the congregational plan 
was built, hut the jieople realized the 
disadvantages 
of independence 
and 
decided to connect themselves w ith one 
of the great denominations. 
The lit 
ter Church Federation is striv in g to 
avoid 
"over ch u rch in g '’ 
the 
new 
towns of the West and agreed that 
Hixton should lie given to the Metho­ 
dists. 
The church property was there­ 
fore leased 
to the 
Methodist Episco­ 
palians w ith the 
understanding that 
there shall never lie any other Protes­ 
tant denom ination in the town. 
Bishjp Berry, who presided over the 
recent session of tie* West Wisconsin 
conference, decided 
th at Mr. Snyder 
was the man to take up this work. He 
is a graduate of Dickinson College and 
Drew Theological Seminary. 
He is 
also a member of American society of 
Hanitury^uod Normal 
Prophylaxis of 
New Yura, of the 
Bible 
league of 
North America and 
a corresponding 
memlier of the laike Molionk 
Confer 
ence on International A rbitration. 
In connection with the work ut H ix­ 
ton. Mr. Snyder w ill lie pastor of the 
Methodist Episcopal church at Heckler - 
villa, 
a town o f 
HOO in h a b ita n ts one 
m ile from 
Hixton. 
There also the 
Methodists have the only church in 
the town.

Three interesting addresses marked 
the Tuesday afternoon’s session of the 
T eachers’ Institute. 


Dr. Charles C. E llis made the first 
address 
on 
‘ The School 
and the 
Hom e" bringing out w ith great clear­ 
ness and force tho 
responsibility of 
those who have in their care the tra in ­ 
ing and teaching of tho child. 
Dr. 
E llis’ address was closely followed bv 
a large audience. 
Dr. W illis’ subject was “ Lincoln 
as a L iterary M an" though he did not 
confine him self to this particular phase 
of the 
m artyr-president’s life. 
He 
traced his life from early boyhood and 
closed his address by reading several 
hits of composition by Lincoln. 
Dr. 
G trd in ier 
occupied 
the last 
period of the afternoon w ith an 
ad 
dress on “ The Teacher's Creed. * 
He 
outlined the necessary trust which the 
teacher must have in his 
pupils 'and 
the various relations and responsibili­ 
ties which m ust lie taken into consi­ 
deration in dealing w ith the children. 
The evening lecture 
was 
by Dr 
Byron C. P iatt on "A m erican M orals." 
This morning liefore the regular sen 
sion Dr. E llis addressed a m eeting of 
the county principals on 
"Socrates. " 
The o|iening address of the 
morning 
was made by Dr. W illis whose subject 
was 
"M oney." 
Dr. 
E llis' subject 
was "T he School and the S ta te " and 
Dr. O ordinier gave hi* 
lecture on 
"The School a Social C en tre."

going on. quite a portion is gathered 
by ciimbfng ami plucking (he cones by 
hand or snipping them °0jm"lth prun­ 
ing shears. 
After tieing garnered ut u 
central point the cones are dried hi the 
sun or by m eans of artificial heat, 
which they oj>eu and the seeds fall out 
U and work is sometimes reported to 
in opening tile cones, and th 
is both 
slow and tedious. 
The seeds are final­ 
ly sep a ra te from the wings aud dirt 
by putting them through a fanning 
mill.

T he P resident Points Out to Cabinet 


Officers W here Pruning K nife Could 


Ba Used to A dvantage. 


W ashington. Nov. 30. — P resident 
T aft is determ ined that his plans fur 
econom izing In th e governm ent shall 
prevail. 
H e la becom ing a veritable 
"w atchdog of the trea su ry ” to effect 
a real saving in the various d ep a rt­ 
m ents. 
T he president inform ed his cabinet 
officers, afte r 
scrutinizing th e final 
d raft of the e stim a te s of the various 
governm ent departm ents for the fiscal 
year beginning July I, 1911, th a t there 
m ust he a fu rth e r and deeper cut In 
them . They would not do in th eir pres­ 
ent form, he told his m inisters em ­ 
phatically. 
In response to the urgent dem ands 
of the president, th e heads of th e vari­ 
ous departm ents already had held their 
estim ates down to w hat they consider­ 
ed rock bottom figures. But the presi­ 
dent pointed out a num ber of places 
w heie he declared the pruning knife 
could he used to advantage. 
The president started last year the 
policy of giving js-rsonal atten tio n to 
the estim ated expenditures of th e gov­ 
ernm ent, declaring th at the best way 
to wipe out the deficiency in the treas 
ury was to reduce the outgo of public 
funds. He believes he m ade consider­ 
able headw ay in holding down expen 
ditures for th e cut rent year, but hopes 
to m ake a still g reater stride tow ard 
economy in 1911. 
That he m ight tak e up departm ental 
eatim ates, the 
president 
ordered a 
postponem ent of the regular labim -t 
session. He hopes to be able to sub­ 
mit the greater p art of his m essage lur 
consideration. 
R epresentative A lexander, of New 
York, chairm an of the house com m it­ 
tee on rivers and harbors, and Gen 
eral Bixby, t hief of engineers of the 
army, and th e th ree D istrict of Colum ­ 
bia com m issioners parttcluated In a 
conference which was of several hours' 
duration. 
Mr. A lexander 
announced 
at 
the 
d o se th a t the river and harbor bbl to 
be reported to congress at the com ing 
session would carry about $30.000jM)o. 
aud added: 
• It will lie difficult to finn In the 
proposed bill any evidence of the so­ 
called 'pork b a n d ’ or ‘dribbling lad 
Icy.’ It will be purely a business m eas­ 
ure. based upon the moat careful work 
of the engineering departm ent and sa t­ 
isfactory to congress, it is believed, 
because it will provide for ail of the 
projects which dem and atten tio n d u r­ 
ing the next fiscal year.”

Peking, Nov. 30.—Serious doubt th a t 
th e projected loan of $50,000,000 to 
C hina by an Am erican financial syndi­ 
cate will be finally concluded, is ex­ 
pressed in Peking. 
N um erous difficul­ 
ties have arisen, am ong them being 
th e unw illingness of th e Chinese to 
accept a foreign 
financial 
adviser. 
W ithout such control It is said th a t 
the prom oters are unw illing to pro­ 
ceed. 
The present Is recognized as a cru­ 
cial period in th e history of China. If 
borrow ed m illions are squandered, any 
calam ity will be possible, even a revo­ 
lution aud the partition of the em pire. 
The Chinese have never been more 
sensitive to foreign usurpation of au­ 
thority than they are now, and they 
look upon the proposition to give the 
foreign financial group control of the 
currency reform to which the loan was 
to be devoted as a fu rth er encroac h- 
m eat upon their Integrity, of which 
th e new senate and the parliam entary 
party throughout the country is espe­ 
cially jealous. 
T he opposition of the Chinese peo­ 
ple, how ever, is not the only barrier 
to th e consum m ation of the agreem ent. 
European banking groups who have 
been invited to participate with the 
A m ericans are not expected to agree 
lo an Am erican adviser to the Chinese 
governm ent. 
Furtherm ore, while the prelim inary 
agreem ent stipulated that the Ante;! 
cans w ere to retain control of th e bond 
issue, the British, French and G erm ans 
are expected to dem and an equal par­ 
ticipation, requiring also th at they be­ 
com e sig n a tu re s to the final com pact. 
lf eventually successful, the loan is 
not likely to tak e the form of an 
A m erican enterprise, m uch to the dis- 
appointm ent of the 
A m erican com ­ 
m unity.

Instead the person who had ad­ 
dressed me was a young fellow appar­ 
ently about twenty, though there was 
not a sigu of hair on his face, and he 
might have l>een younger or older. 
“Montbard? 
There is Montbard di­ 
rectly north of us. 
You can’t distin­ 
guish the place, for it is twenty-five 
miles from us in a direct line.” 
“So far?” with on expression of dis­ 
appointment. 
“I am going that way. 
Hest aw hile 
nnd I w iii go with you.” 
The young man sat down lieside me, 
and we chatted for half an hour. 
He 
was one of Hie most attractive [lemons 
I ever met. 
There was much enthu­ 
siasm in him. Everything iii which he 
took an interest he took a deep Inter­ 
est. To one who has become Ida se and 
finds most other people so such a one 
is very refreshing. 
Besides, lie wa* 
very Intelligent nnd displayed consid­ 
erable learning. 
One thing about him 
(unused me. 
He was very illogical. 
Everything was felt; nothing was rea­ 
soned. 
At lenst his reasons were al­ 
ways absurd. 
For instance. I e ex­ 
pressed a finn liellef in the divine 
right of kings because this right was 
necessary as a basis for their author­ 
ity.

I had heard that voice was when my 
tramping companion bade me adieu 
liefore boarding the diligence. 
Look­ 
ing up, I saw a waitress standing be­ 
side me, nnd her face wa* as much 
like the trami>er os tile voice. 
She 
wns looking down upou me with no 
sigu of recognition, and for the mo­ 
ment I considered the likeness a mere 
coincidence. 
I gave her an order for 
supper. but before leaving the cafe I 
made up tny mind that I w a* not mis­ 
taken the waitress was really my 
companion of the day before. 
A week Inter while in Paris, where 
I bad many friend*. I attended a re­ 
ception at the bouse of a prominent 
American banker, who then lived near 
the Hoi* de Boulogne. 
The czar had 
arrived, and nil Paris was talking 
about him 
As I entered the drawing 
room I heard a lady, whose back wa* 
toward me, say in tones that were fa­ 
miliar: 
“Without authority from heaven he 
would have no more right to rule than 
you or I .” 
Moving to a positlofl where I could 
catch ti view of lier face, I saw —my 
tramping companion, the waitress of 
Montbard. 
“Who ta I tin t lady?” I nskisl of my 
host ii* soon as I could find him. 
“The Countess Nlchalow sky.” 
“A Polander?” 
“Yes.” 
“Please [(resent me.” 
Tile count*-** received me graciously, 
but wit lion t the slightest sign of reeog- 
nltion. 
I was fully aware that any 
reference to our former acquaintance 
would not meet with favor and lf i n ­ 
sisted in would be resented. 
I there­ 
fore refrained from mentioning either 
of our meeting*, but led the conversa­ 
tion Int** the same channels ns when 
we were resting on the Alps. 
Every 
topic she Ila nit led differently from her 
treatment of H at that time, but with 
even greater brilliancy. 
When I beg­ 
ged for |a*riiiission to call upon ber 
she said, “I am very sorry, but I leave 
Lari* tomorrow at dawn.” 
I returned to America by steamer 
from Cherbourg. 
I ani troubled with 
seasickness and kept my room till the 
voyage was half finished. 
Then one 
day, tile weather la-ing delightful aud 
the sea smooth, I took my steamer 
chair and my rug to tlie deck. 
I had 
scarcely emerged from the companion- 
way when I wa* sortied at seeing 
seated Iwfore me my tramping frieud 
of the Alps, the w aitress of Montbard, 
the C o u n tess N lcbalow sky. 
I had at 
least a right 
to recognize the last 
named personage and exclaimed: 
“Why, countess!” 
My words were met by a cold stare. 
“You are mistaken, sir,” she said in 
tolerable English. “You address Mine. 
Bourdalone of Southampton.” 
I a|>e!og1zed and [Hissed on. The la­ 
dy did not come on deck again during 
the voyage, but when we were docked 
I took a im>sltk>n w here I could see her 
as sh*' went ashore. 
Her maid first 
went on to Hie dock, walked back aud 
forth with her eves well open, then 
made a sign, whereupon tile tnistre** 
followed. 
Curiosity list me to Pinkerton’s to 
make Inquiries, 
They told me that 
they had* been advised of the coming 
of the Countess Nlcbalowsky, a Polish 
nihilist, but too late. 
A plot bad bee# 
discovered to n*sassiuate the cz:fr on 
hi* way to Parts, but had failed. Th* 
countess wa* implicated.
